Responding faithfully to Presi- 


dent Wilson's appeal and the 
needs of a war-torn world, Amer- 
ican farmers produced a gross 
total of $21,000,000,000 worth of 
farm products, equal in value to 
the nation's total expenditure In 
one year of war. 


That great total being the value 


of all crops, animals and animal 
products, was $9300,000,000 great- 


> 


er than last year, and more than 
the combined value of any two 
previous years. There were rec- 
ord crofss of corn, oats, rye, white 
and sweet potatoes, tobacco, and 
beans. 


The principal farm crops will 


reach more than $12,000,000,000 in 
value: minor crops, $2,500,000,000 
and animals and animal products, 
including butter, cheese, and eggs, 
about $6,500,000,000. 


This year's values are based on 


the preliminary productions and 
prices paid to producers Novem- 
ber 1, as reported by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. The official 
estimate of farm crop values will 
be made December 11.
